Cleveland, 0.,' Aug. 5. A ready
feeling permeated

the air in the vicinity of Brown heist
works Tuesday morning. There was
peace but it was an armed peace, and

' both sides of the trouble knew that a
small spark would change peace into
war. At 7 o'clock, the time for the
commencement of work, at the brown
works, 150 men had cntoredtho various
shops. They were all non-unionis- ts

and the union men claimed that no one
of their number had deserted the
cause. On every street within a radius
of nearly a mlle of the plant, both sol-

diers and locked out men patrelcd the
side walks. Many of the soldiers were
doubly armed, wearing belts and re-

volvers as well as carrying guns. A

number of the locked out men also car-
ried guns.

It was given out by the physicians at
St Clair hospital Tuesday morning
that Prinz, the man who was shot "near
the Drewn works Saturduy, was still
in a critical condition, and that his
chances of recovery were about eno in
a thousand.

Ever since the sheeting of Prln2
there have been ominous mutterings by
the men as te-wh- they will de should
JPrinz die. ' A second committee of lock-
ed out men has been at work for sever-
al days investigating the sheeting and
'trying te fix the blame for it. The
Jcemmittee reported Tuesday that, tc
the best of its knowledge, a man named

'Harris, his first name" unknown, living
en the West Side fired the shot which
Ipierced Prinz's body. He has been in
the vicinity since and attempts te finu
him have been unavailing. It is the
purpose of the men if they can prove
the sheeting against Harris, te have a
warrant issued for his arrest en the
charge of bhoeting with intent te kill,
te be changed te a mere serious charge
in case Prinz dies.

There is much speculation among all
of the parties Interested in the lockout
as te what action the Central Laber
union will take at its meeting Wednes-
day night. The mere radical mem-
bers of the union are said te be in fa-

vor of the ordering of a sympathetic
strike of all men employed in the iron
industry. ,

It is estimated that there are fully
15,000 such men in Cleveland who be
long te luber organizations represented
in the Central body, lty going out and
thus crippling every branch of the iron
industry, it is hoped that such pressure
can-b- e brought te bear en the llrewn
Ce. that it will be willing te settle the
present difficulty amicably. On the
ether hand the mere conservative
members of the body are opposed te a
sympathetic strike. They suy thut it
would net help the settlement of the
Lrewn trouble and would place tHl
Central Laber union in an unenviable
position.

Among the rumors in connection
with the sympathetic strike talk which
were circulated among union men
Monday, was one te the effect that the
members of the Street Railway Em-

peoyes' union were ready te quit work
en a moment's notice when requested
te de se by the Central Laber union.
The Street Railway union is one of the
strongest in the city, and includes
nearly every street railway empleye.
If this rumor is correct the ordering
of a general sympathetic strike might
include the tying up of every street
railway line in the city.
